Western District Will Show In- 
crease.— Decrease for State. 

STRIKES CAU SED THE DECREASE. 

Louisville, Ky., April 11. — * 
"The coal outDut of Kentucky 
for tfie year of i9M shows a de 
crease of about 90,000^ons from 
that of the previous year,!' said 
l'rof. 0. J. Norwood, director of 
the Kentucky Geological Survey, 
while in Louisville yesterday, 
The report for 1004 is not </uite 
ready for publication, but Prof. 
Norwood was able to estimate 
the total production, which is 
nbout 7,108,500 tons. 

"The decrease is caused main- 
ly by strikes," said l'rof. Nor 
wood. "The output in the south- 
western part of the State was 
greater than the year before, 
but the closing of the mines in 
the northeastern section, on ac- 
count of the miners going nut, 
brought down the average. The 
decrease may be accounted for 
also by the fact that in 1003 the 
Kentucky fields were benefited 
by the strikes in the anthracite 
fields of Pennsylvania." 

The State survey will issue 
statements this year of the oil 
and gas in Kentucky and of the 
clay deposits. The oil and gas 
report is being prepared by J. 
B. Hoenig and the clay deposit 
report by Joseph H. Gardner. 
These will be ready for publica- 
tion in a short time and will be 
of much interest.

For English Markets by Kentucky To- 



Louisville. Ky., April 11.— The 
Courier-Journal says today: 

A cable message was received 
in Louisville from London yes- 
terday announcing that there 
would be no alteration in the 
tobacco duty. This message fol- 
lowed the reading of the budget. 

This announcement is of par- 
ticular interest to Kentucky, 
since thousands of pounds of to- 
bacco have been shipped to Eng- 
land last year. When the ad- 
vance of three cents was made 
on strips about a year ago a re- 
bate was allowed on tobacco al- 
ready in England. Other con- 
cessions were hoped for so that 
stripping could be continued in 
this country, but the announce, 
ment yesterday that there would 
be no alteration in the schedule 
means that stemming for the 
English market is a thing of the 
past in Kentucky.

Bin Meeting at Slaughtersville 
Helps Along Organization of 
Tobacco Growers. 



Slaughtersville, Ky., April 8th,

meeting of tobacco growers of 
Hopkins and Webster counties 
held here today. Among, the 
speakers 6f note who addressed 
the fanners were Hon. A. O. 
Stanley, of Henderson and Hon. 
Jno. Wesley Gaines, of Tennes- 
see. 

The meeting was presided 
over by Hon. W. E. Bourluud, of 
Dixon. 

Sebree, Ky.,— The Webster 
County Tobacco Growers' As- 
sociation Committee has de- 
cided that the tobacco pledged 
to the association is to be prized 
at Sebree. About 2,600,000 
pounds have been pledged. ' Fred 
Powell, of this place secured the 
contract to put up the tobacco. 

For tobacco prizes and deliver- 
ed at Sebree depot he is to re- 
ceive $1.36 per hundred Jor his 
work, provided as much as one 
million pounds is handled. If 
less than this quantity he ia to 
be paid $1.46 per hundred. If 
the tobacco is stripped he will 
receive $1.66 per hundred. 

Farmers are to receive advance 
of 60 per cent of market value of 
tobacco deposited and to pay 6 
per cent interest on this advance 
until the tobacco is sold.

The County Fiscal Court, eight 
justices and County Judge W. T.

These claims 
were allowed and also a large num- 
ber of accounts presented by physi- 
cians for vaccinations under the 
irders. Drug bills were also 
ivy, and vaccine points were 
bought direct from wholesale houses 
to the value of $700. Up to Thurs- 
day appropriations for these various 
ilaims aggregated $5,000 and other 
smaller bills pending yesterdav and 
the $700 bill referred to above will 
bring the total to about $6,000, rep- 
resenting all expenses growing out 
of the prevalence of smallpox in the , 
county lastyear. 

The court is still in session to-day 
disposing of routine matters. The 
county levy will be laid before ad- 
journment this afternoon.

CONTROVERSY AT NEBO. 

Contributor Defends the Attitude ot the 
Board of 



Editor Bbb. 

In the Nebo letter to the Hustler 
of last week, there were some state- 
ments which we think did our 
Board of Trustees great injustice. 

We elected the Board to attend to 
the affairs of the town and after a 
patient investigation they decided 
that a part of our people had their 
yard fences in the street. They em- 
ployed a good surveyor, gave him 
the plat of the town, and told him to 
find the streets. After a fair and 
impartial survey he found that var- 
ious ones were encroaching on the 



third survey was made with a like 
result. 

A larre part of our people' moved 
their fences back, a few allowed 
theirs to remain. 

Why blame the Trustees? They 
did not plat the town. 

Was it right for the Board of 
Trustees to allow the streets to re- 
main obstructed? 

Were the Board to blame because 
people had placed their yard fences 
in the street? 

How does that kill a town by re- 
quiring the streets to be opened up 
to the full width that the plat of the 
town called forf 

And then the dog law. Borne time 
last year great anxiety was felt in 
regard to mad dogs, and as there 
was a great many worthless dogs 
here the Board passed an Act (ex- 
tending over a period of ninety days) 
requiring the Marshal to kill all un- 
muzzled dogs. As to how tbat hurt 
the trade of Nebo we fail to see. 
Nearly all of our people owned dogs, 
some owned several; and they were 
running in the streets, laying around 
the well, making wallows, breaking 
into yards and gardens, eating chick- 
ens and doing other devilment. The 
Board passed an Act requiring them 
to be kept inside. We fail to see 
how that has injured the trade of 
Nebo. 

Again nearly every family owned 
a cow, some more than one, and they 
not only trespassed on the yards and 
gardens of Nebo, but of the sur- 
rounding country. We fail to see 
where a lot of old cows and hogs 
running loose and befouling the 
Btifcotp would induce tra le. W/Ul.l 
a farmer say to Ms wife, we will not 



trade In Nebo because there are no 
hogs or cows In the streets? 

In fact, we deny that trade has 
been injured. We have the state- 
ment trom at least three-fourths of 
our business men that trade was 
better the last twelve months than 
ever before. 

We do not think that Is treating 
our town or its Trustees right to 
condemn and make statements de- 
rogatory to the town A. B. C.

Forfeited by American Book Company—

Frankfort, Ky., April 8.— The 
full amount of the bond executed 
by the American Book Company 
to the State of Kentucky on con-

The animal shall 
be sold by the order of the Police Court of said City, if upon trial the Court 
shall determine that the said animal was running at large in violation. of the 
first section hereof. Five days' written notice of such trial shall tirst be givan 
the owner of such animal by summons, but if the owner is unknown written 
notice of such trial shall be posted in at least three conspicuous places for five 
days within the City. The Police Court shall make ai> order of sale direct- 
ing the Chief of Poltce to sell such animal to the highest bidder f<>r cash up-

A ITER. TOBACCO TRUST. 

Independent Dealers Say it is Violating 
the Law. 

The Independent Tobacco Dealers 
Association of Chicago claims to 
have discovered tnrough its se 
bureau information that will lea 
to take steps to have the tobf 
trust investigated by the Federal 
authorities when it shall have indis- 
putable evidence of the things which 
have come to its knowledge. It 
claims to have discovered also by 
chemical analysis, that the trust is 
usinir material positively injurious 
to health in its manufactures. 

"Tobacco experts have been em- 
ployed by our association for some 
time to investigate this matter thor- 
oughly," said the nead of the pub- 
licity department of the Independ- 
ent Dealers' Association. -'We have 
endeavored to ascertain the cause of 
complaints made by consumers in 
the habit of smoking these brands. 

'The astonishing result of the ex- 
perts was that out of seven different 
brands five were found to be injuri- 
ous, while the other two contained 
only the cheapest grades of young 
and uncured tobacco, which in It- 
self is dangerous to the health of 
the smoker. 

"This partly explains the seduct- 
ive and impossible prices made in 
the trust stores on goods at six and 
eight cents that are supposed to be 
worth ten to fifteen cents, but In 
reality are worth from three to five 
cents. Irrespective of these prices, 
which are calculated to catch the 
bargain hunter, such goods should 
be debarred entirely from the open 
market at any price.

EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 



ire all thoroughly agreed that 
-the chief object or one of the chief 
objects of school education is good 
morals, and 1 believe we are also 
agreed that the giving of moral cul- 
ture is the teacher's most difficult 
'task. 1 wish to suggest a few ways 
to make this difficult task easier, as 1 
assume that all agree as to the value 
and necessity of humane education. 

What to do-depends, on the ob- 
jects of humane education, which are 
in brief these: 

Praotical knowledge about 
the care of domestic animals, the 
value of birds to the farmers, and 
like subjects. 

The prevention of the suffer- 
ing of animals. 

(3.) Training in thoughtfulness, 
f sympathy and mercy, for the preven- 
tion of all cruelty towards either man 
lor beast. 

Now how shall all of this be done. 
1 In a general way by leading the pu- 
pil to know what to do and what not 
■to do; by interesting him in animals 
'and creating in him a love for them; 
by cultivating a strong sense of right, 
!and a tendency toward kindness. 

But specifically how shall this be 
,done? In four ways: Indirectly, in- 
' cidentally, by correlation and by di- 
rect teaching. 

We can teach kindness to animals 
' indirectlly by our example and char- 
acter. 

Probably the most work in humane 
J education can be done by correlation, 
"ting it with the regular studies 
fof the s.;iool. It can be joined very 
t easily with work in literature, read- 
ing, language and nature study.

Another teacher was giving a lesson 
Jon the circulation of the blood. Try- 
7 to make the matter clearer, he 
jfsaid: "Now, beys, if I stood on my 



id the blood, as you know, would 
1 into it, and I should turn red in 
the face." "Yes, sir," said the boys. 
"Now, ' continued the teacher, "what 
I want to know is this: How is it 
that while I am standing upright in 
the ordinary position the blood doesn't 
run into my feet?" A little fellow 
shouted: "Why, sir, because yer 
feet ain't empty!" 

The board of education of Bowling 
Green, Ky., has ordered the erection 
of a new brick public school bulding 
'hich is made necessary by the in- 
creased attendance under the com- 
pulsory educational law. An order 
also made that after the present 
term on teacher should be employed 
that has passed the age fifty years. 
The entire corps of teachers has been 
composed of females, with the excep- 
tion of the superintendent. In the 
future one male teacher will be em- 
ployed at each school building. 

An interesting addition to the 
urse of instruction in the public 
schools ot Vienna is to be made by 
providing classes in four districts to 
overcome the defects in speech of 
children who stutter. The length of 
the course is to be given during two 
hours of each week day. 

German Commercial High School! 

In the educational system of Ger- 
many the commercial high schools 
rank with the higher institutions of 
learning. They stand on the same 
level as the celebrated technical high 
schools, agricultural high schools and 
iniversities. Admission can fx 
gained only through graduation from 
some nine-year secondary school, like 
the classical Gymnasiuf; the semi- 
classical Realgymnasium, and the 
•classical Ober-Healschule; or 
through graduation from a six-year 
secondary school coupled with prac- 
tical experience; or. in case of for- 
eigners, an .'quivalent education. 

These institutions are of extremely 
recent development, all having been 
established within the last live years. 
At present there are four commercial 
high schools ( Handelshochschulen) in 
the German Empire, founded as fol- 
lows: l^ipsic, 1898; Frankfort, 
1898; Aix la Chapelle, 1898; and 
Cologne, 1901. A fifth school of 
this grade is to be opened in Berlin 
next year. 

In Germany education invests a 
man with a peculiar social prestige, 
irrespective of his personality. A 
certain social status attaches to his 
formal intellectual attainments, 
evidenced by his diplomas. That the 
lack of this diplomas. That the lack 
of this social recognition and prestige 
is a serious handicap to a merchant, 
both in a private and in a business 
capacity, requires no elucidation. The 
removal of this handicap was possibly 
only through graduation from s 
higher institution. 

Since Germany at the time of the 
agitation for a commercial high 



school wholly lacked an opportunity 
for such a higher education « hich 
might with profit be pursued by young 
men of the mercantile class, in the 
estimation of leading commercial 
thinkers and educators, the idea of a 
commercial high school, equal in rank 
with the universities and technical 
high schools, received a warm wel- 
come from all sides,, 

The habit that many lady school 
teachers have of alluding to their pu- 
pils as "my boys," "my girls" or 
"my children" sometimes brings 
about embarrassing situations. At 
least it did to a pretty little primary 
teacher in the Cairo public schools, 
who covered herself with confusion 
recently by forgetting that an entire 
stranger would have no reason to 
know that she is a teacher in charge 
of a room full of youngsters when at 
her post of duty. Passing through a 
train on a trip she saw a man whom 
she took for an acquaintance and 
spoke to him before realizing that he 
was in reality an absolute stranger, 
and not the man she supposed: To 
explain her error she smiled sweetly 
and astounded the stranger and her- 
self afterwards, by saying: "1 beg 
your pardon, but I took you for the 
father of one of my children." 

It is officially announced that 16 
teachers in the Englewood (N. J.) 
public schools will marry in June and 
retire from school work. Elizabeth, 
N. J., reports 18 vacancies for the 
same reason. 

Pervenitv of Youth. 

A school teacher was trying to im- 
press upon a pupil's mind that Co- 
lumbus discovered America in 1492, 
so he said: "Now, John, to make 
you remember the date when Colum- 
bus discovered America I will make it 
in a rhyme so you won't forget it. 
'In 1492 Columbus sailed the ocean 
blue.' "Now, can you remember 
that, John?" "Yes, sir," replied 
John. The next morning when he 
came to school his teacher said: 
"John, when did Columbus discover 
American?" "In 1493 Columbus 
sailed the dark blue sea." 



Education not only developes the 
mind but it enables you to do things 
with less mental and physical labor. 

It would be well for teachers to re- 
member that every child is naturally 
good, not bad. Nature has no "bad" 
things. A child may be disobedient, 
impudent, lazy, or even criminal, 
but it is the product of error some- 
where. The complex thing called 
"child" is the product of many for- 
ces, some of which are very subtle. 
We should not be hasty to condemn 
a child when his "badness" is either 
merely the folly of childhood, or even 
something beyond his control. Keep 
the great end of all good teaching in 
view; be patient; be sympathetic; 
work hard, and trust the results. 
Remember that the school itself is a 
transforming power. 

There are at present 140 Fili- 
ppine students in the various 
colleges and universities through- 
out the United States. Each 
student, is allowed $»<>0 per year 
by the insular government to pay 
expenses, and 30 different schools 
have these pupils. They have 
been allow ed to select their own 



studies, according to their aspira- 
tions, and the following is the 
distribution : 

Normal schools, 30: Engineer- 
ing, 27; Agriculture. IS; Com- 
mercial colleges, 10; Law, 8; 
Medicine, «; Art, 2; Domestic 
Science, 2; Architecture, 1| 
Printing, 1 and General courses, 
86. Fifty more young men will 
be s. nt over next vear. There is 
not a student in a Kentucky 
college.

Washington, April 12.— According to 
experts, there will !>e a greater pro- 
duction of gold in -he United States 
this year than ever before In the hiu- 
tory of the country. Reports from Ne- 
vada tell of rich veins heretofore un- 
discovered and Indicate enormous out 
puts. 

Nevada threatenes to outstrip all 
other states in the production of gold, 
and there Is a general increase in the 
amount mined in every mineral dlstrlc 
where the yellow metal Is found. 

This outlook has caused a great dea 
of comment In certain financial circle 
as to the effect the increase will hav 
upon the value or gold, and whethe 
the standard will be lowered. 

Experts predict a production any 
where from |1 00,000,000 to $150,000,000 
worth of gold this year and next, and a 
great many persons, with these figures 
In mind, feel that the result will be 
a depreciation In the value of gold. 

This fear is not well grounded, ac- 
cording to treasury officials. There 
enn hardly be any direct decrease in 
•he value of gold, they say, and hence 
the standard can not be lowered. 

Nevertheless, It is true that any 
large Increase in the production of the 
yellow treasure will affect the value of 
gold to the extent or raising the prices 
of commodities, and thereby necessi- 
tating the use of more money to pur- 
chase things which now come at low 
prices. 

Director Roberts of the mint bureau 
said this was the only way an over- 
production of gold could affect its pres- 
ent value. 

"A great increase in the output of 
gold.'' said Mr. Roberts, "means the 
coining of a proportionate number o! 
coins. There Is no limit set by law 
upon the amount of gold which may be 
put in circulation. 

"It being true than an unexpected 
output of gold will result In the coin- 
age of more gold. It necessarily tol- 
lows that there will be more money 
in circulation. The banks will have 
more money to loan and currency will 
le more eaBlly secured. 

"The consequent* or this would be 
hat prices -will Increase, and It will 
take more gold to purchase a conunod 
Ity than before the money was so 
plentirul." 

In 1902 the production or gold in the 
ITnltPd States amounted to $80,000,000 
while in 1903 the output was valued 
at $73,501,700. The figures for 19<H 
not yet available, but they will 
show a large Increase, possibly greater 
in 1902, which was a very pros, 
perous year in mineral districts.

The Resurrection 



By GEORGE 
H. PICARD 



Flower, the Lily 



, by George H. Plcard 
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HE lily has long been the resur- 
rection flower of the Christian 
churches. It is a distinction 
based entirely on Its beauty 
and adaptability. All vegeta- 
ble growth Is symbolic of the resurrec- 
tion. The plant which springs from a 
tiny poppy seed is more miraculously 
so thun that which comes forth from 
a more promising bulb like the Illy. 
The stately flower Is also the symbol 
of martyrdom and virginity. The early 
Christian painters, to whom the world 
Is Indebted for so many of Its theolog- 
ical traditions, are- probnbly responsi- 
ble for that. 

One of the most exquisite of tho 
monkish legends is to the effect that 
tho Illy Is one of the flowers which 
changed their color ou the morn of 
resurrection day. Is it not true, those 
gentle sophists ask. that the Saviour 
himself declared that even Solomon lu 
all his glory was not arrayed like one 
of these? Originally erect and re- 
splendent with color. It bowed its state- 
ly head and put aside Its gorgeous ral 
ment, retaining only Its sweetness. 

The flower which has come lo be 
known In the American market as the 
Easter Illy Is a variety of the I.lllum 
longiflornm, named barrlsll, from its 
originator and first cultivator. It is 
so easily cultivated and may be ship- 
ped so successfully that Its propagation 
has I..-. -..me a great Industry iu certain 
favorable locations, notably In Bermu- 
da, which seems to be peculiarly adapt- 
ed to its production In unlimited quan- 
tities. Lily growing Is now the chief 
business In Bermuda, and the frostless 
and humid Island Is a level stretch of 
Illy fields. There are more than 200 
farms ou the Island which are d ev oted 
to the cultivation of this fragrant crop 
The major part of the Industry con- 
the raising and exporting of 
□esc are shipped to all parts 
il they arc 
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bulbs, 
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is no uncommon sight to find 100,000 
lilies In full bloom In a single field. 
The whole Island of Bermuda Is con- 
verted Into a gigantic Illy bed. The 
odor which rises from this vast nggre 
gatlon of sweets Is almost overpower- 
ing, especially In the early morning, 
when there Is no breese to waft It sea- 
ward. Passengers on the steamers \ 
which ply between the various ports 
of the group can easily recognize this 
scent several miles out at sea. 

Tho Illy plantations return their 
beauty for several weeks. Dually, 
however, tho stalk withers aud dries 
up, nud all the remaining energy of 
the plaut Is devoted to the formatlou 
of the balb, During the In iter part 
of June the digging begins. This is 
decidedly reminiscent of the imuuul po- 
tato digging at the uorth. All the scu 
timeut uttuched to Illy culture gives 
place to u very keen and careful com 
puiutiou us to the probable outcome. 
As the bulbs on' tuken from tho 
ground they are sorted luto their varl 
out classes by expert bauds and care- 
fully packed lu boxes, each one wrap 
ped in u protective covering of dried 
sphagnum. Shipments bcglu lu July 
aud are continued until the latter part 
of August. Undersized bulbs and those 



stock are packed lu sand which has 

I n MM to prevent germination. 

Thus prepared, they are permitted to 
rest for two months before the fall 
plautlng begins. 

When 'the Illy bulbs reach Uie great 
Importing ceuters they are haudled 
with great promptness. The Importers 
forward them In great quantities to 
seedsmen and fiorlsts, who have placed 
udvauce orders, and they are then re- 
tailed to all descriptions of growers. 
The annual lily crop brings the Ber- 
nmdnn farmers at least $250,000, and 
the bulbs nud flowers retailed lu 
American cities alone amount to more 
than $300,000. This seems a large sum

The stock used to keep up the succes- 
sion of bulbs is derived from the small- 
er oijes, as a rule. Sometimes, however. 
It liecomes necessary to vary tho proc- 
ess and to use only the largest bulbs 
for propagating purposes. When that 
happens the price of mature lily bulbs 
sours upward, and the supply is visibly 
diminished. The Illy crop Is plumed lu 
October, and most of the labor of pre- 
paring the soil ami putting In the bulbs 
Is done by the negro farmers, who are 
sometime* in the employ of the great 
lily planters and sometimes till their 
own freehold tieids. After the crop Is 
In little Is required beyond keeping 
the growing plants free from weeds. 
The warm sun and the humid atmos- 
phere are depended upon to do the rest; 
and they rarely fall to do their part In 
the Interesting process.

to be derived from merchandise so 
evanescent as lilies, but the trade Is 
well established, and tho mnrket Is as 
stable as la that of most other luxuries 
and many necessities. Occasionally, 
however, the bulb market becomes 
overstocked. In that Instance the sur- 
plus of bulbs Is returned to Bermuda 
and replanted. Most of the lartce Im- 
porting houses in the American cities 
have special farms lu their patronage 
aud depend upon them' for their an 
iiual supply. A few American firms 
grow their own stocks of bulbs on 
plantations leased for a term of years. 

An Important feature of the lily trade 
Is the Importation of lily blossoms di- 
rect from Bermuda. The possibility of 
doing this successfully was demon 
strated about twenty yeors ago, but 
little was made of it until within the 
past decade. This brauch of the busi- 
ness lias developed recently, and It is 
now estimated that 10.000 boxes of this 
eommodity are shipped to New York. 
The lilies are shipped In the form of 
partly developed buds, each wrapped 
carefully In tissue paper anil packed In 
small boxes lined, with moistened 
sphagnum. The cutting and packing 
are done Immediately before the sailing 
of the steamer, ami the arrival Is SO 
timed that no delay occurs in the final 
distribution. Those Imported flowers 
are used to supply advance orders 
from churches anil societies and ure 
mostly for decorative purposes. 

There are several peculiar, feature, 
incident to lily culture In Bermuda. 
One of them is the fact that tho Indus 
tsy owes Its present flourishing con- 
dition to the efforts of on American 
long resident there.
